CHANG CHIETUNG'S VIEWS. ;-| THE ANG 


: Ex-Vivoroy Chang hag béon intarviowed by 
the  deaht’s; oorrespondent., His. - Exeolleffoy 
fokcs the view that Chins is not’ strong exdugh 
to give effect to, her protests ageinst, Russia's 
continued ocoupation of Manchuria, avd that if 
some third’ Power intervenes to: bring ebout 
evacuations Russia will tarn her hand towards 
Il, twill: be. only = transfor of sinister 
activity from ono placo to snothor, The old 
Viceroy ie not represented an having followed 
out that trein of réasoning. He dows not sy 
what ho must bave soid hed “he pursued the 
matter té, its logics! sequel, namely, that 
since. all China's outlying térritorios are 
doomed to be ‘eaten up, it really doesn't 
matter much: where the process of con- 
samption takes place, History hos - been 
inexorably consistent in this matter. It began 
to be written in 1873 when Marquis Saigo leda 
Japanese. forea to Formoss to exact reparation 
for outrages against -the Linkia islondors. 
From that day Linkiv, thy first of the buffer 
atates, practically ceased to bo a Chinese 
dopendency. They followed tho Kuldja 
affair in 3878. Rossia, on that occasion, set 
out slong pretty much tho same route that 
sho bag followed with rogard to Mouchnoris, 


She showed at first tho utmost readiness to-| 


consider Chineso rights, and declared hersolf 
willing to surronder ull tLe territory she: hed 
eecoupied so scon ad China took stops to garrison 
it effectualiy, But when the moment camo to 
sign the Livadia Treaty, St. Petersburg bold 
tho Tekes Valley while giving ‘ap Kuldje, 
thas xetaining thé passes through 
mountaing of Heaven to Kashgur, It is: true 
that Russia subsequently conceded to Marquis 
Tsong’s diplomacy nearly gvorything that sho 
hal refused to Chang How’s,-but this inoideat 
nevertheless belongs to tho historical series 
of the shocks that haye loosenéd China's hold 
‘on her dependencies.

£1,000 FOR A FLEA. 


The Hon, Charles Rothschild has takon horvio 
measures jo add specimens of the Arctic flea to 
his opllection' of thoso insects ia the famous 
nological musoum at Tring Park, cays 9 
London paper, . Ho hasalready many thousands 
6f flons, obtained fiom birde and deasta in all 
parts of the world; but the Arctic-section of 
the flea department is sadly doficient, . The flea 

provats most is that of Lhe Arolic fox, for no 

‘o kinds-of-animal have similor flcas, and the 
flea of the Arotic fox is to flea-{anciors what. 
the ogg of the grent auk is to collectors of birds’ 
eggs. In fact, only tio perfect speciitens are 
known to exist iu collections, 

Considerably over o yoar ago Mr: Rothschild 
commissioned the captain of the Moryet-me-not, 
an Artic sailing whaler, to hunt for specimens. 
The gallant captsin returned, apparently floaless 
for Mr: Rothschild has now offered a reward of 
£1,000 for the Arctic fox-tlea. In addition to 
the reward, Mr. Rothschild has fitted out o 
full-sized oxpedition, the whalor Forget-ae-not 
has oguin been pressed into service, and 
gallant fleo-hunting party is now well on the 
way to the Polar regions; The Forget-mé-not 
was last roported off Newfoundland, whero one 
of the scientists’ on board was interviowed by 
tho aid of wireless telegraphy.. Ho said that 
in addition to the Arctic ‘for specimon they’ 
expected to collect fleas of tho Polar ‘bear, the 
reindeer, the Eskimo dog, aud the Arctic hore. 
Lest anyone should scent grim terrors in flea- 
hunting on tho back of a Polar bear, it should 
be ptated that the expedition will first kill the 
animals, and then loot their dons. | - ‘ 
Tho expedition has supplies of phials, chloro- 
form, oud labels, and any fleas which may even-, 


{tually reach Tring Park will arrive labelled 


with the nome of the animal-on whi-h they -are- 
fonnd, ‘Already there are many fleas in the 
muscum.<f which Mr. Rothschild is proud. 
There are the molo-fles, tho largest specimen 
known; the sand-floa, the most injurious of all 
higtribe; and other specimens which Dr. Jordan 
says are too dainty to live on the human body. 
But when tbe flea of tha Arctic fox arrives, it 
will rank as the gem of the whole collection.

THE BRITISH CONSULAR 
SERVICE.

. The report of the Committee appointed by 
Lord Lansdowne (o enquiro into the coustitation | 
of Consular Service has been issued as a 
Purlinmentary paper. The committee consisted 
of Bir W. H. Walrond, Lord Cranborne, Bir 
James L, Mackay, and Mr A. Bovar Law, 
The Committeo find that the British Consular 
Services in‘the Levant, Porsis, Siam, China, 
and Japon are reerhited by means: of open 
competition under. the Vivil Servics Com. 
missioners, the limit of age being from 18 te 24, 
The yeueral Consular Bervice, that ix, for all 
countrios other than those named, -is rocrnited 
solely by nomination of the Secrotary of Stato 
for Forzign Affairs, the ages of those appointed 
boing anything from 25 to 50, both years 
fuclusive; officers appointed in this way are 
obliged té ahow that they have a certain degree 
of fitness for their appointments. As rogards 
the China, Japan, and Siam Cofsular Services, 
the Conamitteo recommend that they should be 
recruited, like tho general grvite, under a 
aystem of limited, competition, and they farther 
recommend thatthe servien.in Siam should be 
linked onto tho general, and not tredted as a 
separate service, becanse the limited number of 
appointments in Siam mukes promotion ex 


tromoly slow, “Thus, after serving’ a fow years 
in Siam; a man wight bo moved to another 
country, cither on promotion or otherwise, 

The General Conanlar Sorviee, as it, at 
present exists, offers no attractions to capable

Suicide in France is not regarded as a 
punishable offence, Until 1892, the number of 
suicides had not decreased in the country ; but a 
recoil sot in after thatdate. From. 890 to-1885, 
there were 7,339 deaths out of every 100,000 
people; from 1891 to 1895 the numlor of 
suicides increased to 9,237, or 24 por cent, In 
1899, it rose to 10,000; ‘but decreased the follow- 
ing year, being only 8926 in 1900. It is 
somewhat carious that while tbe ‘number of 
suicides was only 23 por 11.0,010 inhabitants in 
Paris that number. was exceeded in thirty 
departments, From 1896 to 19 ‘0, there’ were 
7,069 men and 2,017 women who committed 
suicide, In this ratio, there were 33 widowers, 
25 widows, and 62 unmarried persons por: 
100,000inhabitants. Those that commit auicide 
belong, chiefly to the liberal professions, and 
the public services ; the two latter contributin g 
os much gs 140 per every 100,000 inhabitants, 
One fact worth noting is, that while mental! 


alienation some twenty year: ago was responsible 
for S1-per cent. of the deaths, it is not more 
than one-sixth to-day. .
